The Administration’s “ purge” is definitely 
underway .

And apparently 
he so desires for he has giv en his “ blessing” 
to a few since he started across the nation. 
And according to all the Washington corres­ 
pondents, the purpose of his swing around 
the country was to endorse candidates he 
wants to see sent to Congress, and defeat 
those who hav e opposed his major policies. 
The acid test seems to be the J udicial Reor­ 
ganization proposal. Those who v oted for it 
are considered good New7 Dealers by the Ad­ 
ministration.

The President gav e our v isiting senator, W.

It is not to that quarter that the politi­ 
cians usually look. They put on a campaign 
of their own, make a great noise about it, 
and often succeed in hoodwinking the public.”

No new pu rchasing pow er 
has been created. B u t if th is g o v­ 
ernm ent shou ld collect fou r billions 
in taxes and spend six billions, the 
new w ay of describing the resu lt 
is th a t it had m ade inco m e-creat­ 
ing expenditu res of tw o billions. 
T his Is really a m arvelou s im ­ 
provem ent on ou r old-fashioned vo ­ 
cabu lary.

stream -lining, 
w’e wou ld have said th a t th e gov­ 
ernm ent, in the above illu stration, 
had incu rred a tw o billion dollar 
deficit. In the cou rse of tim e the 
word “deficit” has g athered some 
u nsightly 
barnacles 
of associated 
ideas. These barnacles indicate th a t 
a deficit is not a good thing. It 
reveals bad m anagem ent, u nsou nd 
fiscal policy, and it points to grave 
financial dangers in the end u nless 
it is wiped ou t by raising taxes or 
redu cing expenditu res. In short, the 
whole set of ideas associated w ith 
the w ord “deficit” is depressing and 
u npleasant. 
B u t now we have an entirely new 
term , which is free from these re ­ 
pelling associations. It sou nds pro ­ 
gressive, constru ctive, even inspira ­ 
tional. W hen we speak of “incom e - 
creating expenditu res” it su ggests 
th a t we are really accom plishing 
som ething, going places, prom oting 
the general welfare, u plifting

dow n-trodden, and so on. T here is 


a bright, cheerfu l, optim istic ring 
abou t it th a t m akes ou r old word

create new income. T axation is of 
the sam e vintage as deficit, and it 
has sim ilar u npleasant 
connota 
tions. If we are to go completely 
stream -lined and u p to date, 
we 
shou ld rid ou rselves of everything 
th a t creates resistance. 
Those who believe th a t the gov 
ernm ent can spend its w ay to pros­ 
perity shou ld have the cou rage of 
their conviction. 
Their logic re ­ 
q u ires abolition of all taxes, w ith a 
resu ltant g reat increase of income 
creating pu blic expenditu res. Thu s 
we shou ld have the m axim u m a d­ 
dition to national money income. 
B u t th is redu ces the schem e 
to 
absu rdity. Of cou rse it does, and 
any a tte m pt to su gar-coat a deficit 
by u sing a new -fangled term 
to 
cover u p its significance is also 
absu rd. The rose does not lose its 
fragrance, w hatever nam e we u se 
for it. G overnm ental deficits will 
have the sam e bad odor, w hatever 
w« choose to call them .

who a re not relieved a t all. 
T h at raises th e vital q u estion of 
the whole problem . 
"C an't we have 
reform w ithou t sacrificing recov­ 
ery?” 
If the answ er to th a t is 
no, reform is w orthless and sterile 
becau se m illions wou ld be b etter off 
w ith recovery. 
It seem s pefectly absu rd to say 
th a t th a t answ er is no. 
If pro p­ 
erly tim ed and balanced, th ere is

It its evident from the above th a t m any of these 
nations m u st of necessity learn how to greatly in­ 
crease produ ction in th eir agronom y or be perm itted 
to m anu factu re and trade th eir m anu factu red goods 
for food.

The boom tim es previou s to 19 29 brou ght u s 
w ealth beyond ou r w ildest im agination. 
Jobs were 
plentifu l . . . w ages reached a new high, and when 
the exaggerated valu es of th a t particu lar period 
tu m bled, a w orld-w ide depression w as u pon u s. 
D u ring the national election of 19 32 we were In 
the m idst of this disaster. 
And the patent-m edicine 
rem edies of the new adm inistration were brew ed In 
w holesale fashion. 
D em ocracy had failed, so we were Informed. 
The depression w hich w as w orld-w ide gripped u s 
w ith steel-like tenacity.

and the w ealth which is req u ired to condu ct it. 
H as th is adm inistration encou raged, prom oted, and 
assisted the effort of ou r g reat bu siness leaders? 
Is it not acknow ledged everyw here th a t it has handi­ 
capped and interfered w ith legitim ate bu siness to 
su ch an extent th a t capital am ou nting to billions is 
idle or tied u p in frozen secu rities instead of being 
invested in prom oting enterprises th a t wou ld help 
rem edy ou r ghastly u nem ploym ent record? 
Now m any m aintain th a t th e New Deal is not.

sq u are deal, th a t it can m ore appropriately be called 
a “R aw ” Deal, and th a t the fanatical experim enting 
associated w ith it has brou ght trag ic conseq u ences. 
Is it not abou t tim e for u s to try the safe and 
sou nd dem ocratic principles th a t in the past have 
brou ght u s nearly half the w ealth of the world and 
the highest standard of living enjoyed by any cou n­ 
try in the w orld? 
A bou t all we need to come to th is conclu sion is 
some comm on horse sense, and let u s hope th a t be­ 
fore we are engu lfed by bankru ptcy ou r legislators 
will endorse th is dedu ction. 
W e cannot deny the dependability of conclu sions 
th a t are the resu lt of 150 years of experience. 
We a re threatened by the w ar-glorifying nations 
ou tside of ou r borders.
